Two More Delegates to Convention in London 
Killed—Assassin Committed Suicide. 


MARYLAND RETURNS 
ARE VERY SLOW 


London, Nov. 4.—The d r a m a tic m u r ­ 
der of S ag atel Sagouni, president of the 
A rm en ian rev o lu tio n a ry society ih L on ­ 
don, on the n ig h t of O ctober ¿6, was 
followed this afternoon by th e a s s a s s in ­ 
ation of tw o m ore d elegates to the A r ­ 
m enian convention here. T he suicid<’ of 
the assassin, th ou g h he :ia s not yet 
been identified, gives good reason to 
believe th a t he was also th e slayer of 
Sagouni. 


The assassin ation i n s carried out 'n 
th e m ost d a rin g m anner.

W ashington, N ov. 1.—T he annual re­ 
port of W . A. R ichards, com m issioner 
o f th« general land office w hich w as 
m ade public today says: 
D uring the year there w as a large de­ 
crease in the num ber 
of 
supposedly 
fraudulent land entries over the pre­ 
ceding year. 
H e attribu tes their decrease m ainly 
to an 
order of the secretary o f the in ­ 
terior dated N ovem ber 12, 1902, directing 
the in vestigation of all en tries m ade in 
the sta tes of C alifornia, Oregon and 
W ashington. 
U nder th is order 
alone 
10,000 entries h ave been suspended and 
there are now 15 special a g en ts of the 
land office in th a t field, ferreting out 
the 
faudulent 
entries. 
C om m issioner 
R ichards also sta tes that during the 
year there w ere reported 125 unlaw ful 
in closu ies o f public land, covering an 
area of 2,605.390 acres. S even ty-n in e of 
these inclosures have been rem oved and 
proceedings are pending to com pel the 
rem oval o f th e rem aining num ber. 
He 
says, how ever, that the total num ber 
here m entioned is on ly a fraction of the 
inclosures m aintained in violation of the 
law , special a g en ts h avin g found it im ­ 
possible to g iv e 
atten tion 
to 
m any 
others because of the order for a special 
Investigation o f the en tries under the 
tim ber and stone act.

ECEIVER SMITH, of the United States Shipbuild­ 
ing company, does not mince his words in describing 
the orgauization and flotation of that corporation.

He fintls that the plants com prising the concern were 
purchased at inflated valuations and that the persons 
selling them received extravagant prices in stock a n d , 
bonds of the new concern; that its prospectus falsified 
the actual condition of affairs; that the company was i 
in very bad condition financiall" and that there was a j 
plan to wreck the company by manipulating its earnings 
and by failing to pay dividends which should have gone ! 
to certain constituent stockholders. 


He states that certain manipulators paid them selves '■ 
fancy prices for their properties and he recommends 
suit against all persons, including venders and prnm ot-: 
ers who received large blocks of stock and bonds w ith­ 
out paying anything like the full value thereof. 


The continued revelations con.-erning this rotten and 
bankrupt concern indicate that the whole deal was from 
the beginning a stench in the nostrils of decent finance 
and that it was welJ worthy of the gentry who make a , 
living by the shell game at the circus or at the rou lette' 
table in a gambling house. 
The insiders manipulated ! 
the schem e so as to line their po;-kets and an ind ulgent; 
public was given nothing better than 
"gold bricks" for j 
its money. 


It is to be hoped that the courts and prosecuting at­ 
torneys will not stop until those who 
thus 
willfully 
swindled and betrayed the public will be punished as 
they so richly deserve.

HE output of the Cripple Creek district during Oc­ 
tober was undoubtedly a surprise to many persons 
over the state, as it was to the mining men of El 
Paso and Teller counties. 
During the month, the great 
gold camp turned out $964,000 worth of gold, extracted 
from 35,050 tons of ore. 
This was a net gain in values of 
$352,000 over Septem ber—an increase of more than 50 
per cent. 


This performance is all the more surprising iu view of 
the conditions under which it was achieved. 
The return 
to normal conditions has been a matter of slow develop­ 
ment and one which many supposed would cosume the 
best part of six months. 
But the big jump in production 
in one month clearly indicates the speedy re-establishm ent 
of business on rational lines. 


The story told by these figures means that the mine 
owners and the miners have made up their minds to do 
business in the Cripple Creek district ajid they are do­ 
ing it. 


There is another lesson in it and it is that Cripple Creek 
is one of the most remarkable mining camps in the world. 
Completely paralyzed two months ago by a strike that 
was far reaching in its effects, this camp has not only 
survived the shock of industrial upheaval, but has re­ 
sumed the even tenor of its way almost as if nothing had 
transpired. 
One can hardly conceive of any other line of 
industry devoted to the creation of wealth where the 
prostration could be complete and the revival so speedy. 
This recovery is due no doubt to the well-known law that 
mining yields a speedier return of wealth than any other 
line of industrial or commercial pursuit. 
It is this law 
which gives to mining communities their wonderful vital­ 
ity and which is responsible for the rapid recovery of the 
Cripple Creek district at this time. 


And then, after all has been said, it must be admitted 
that Cripple Creek always was a surprise and the present 
instance is no exception to the rule.

Legitimate sport should involve true recreation and free­ 
dom from degrading tendencies. 
A mere test of endur­ 
ance, involving unreasonable strain, is not sport. 
Six- 
day walking matches and bicycle races which made the 
participants maniacs also made the spectators idiots and 
have now passed into unblessed memory. 
Bicycle racing 
in general has lost its popularity, for accidents were tco 
numerous and the training and results were of too little 
benefit. 
Horse racing has held its own in spite of the efforts 
of the gambling element to ruin it, because the race horse 
represents the highest developm ent in the breeding and 
training of one of the noblest of animals. 
Automobile 
racing, on the other hand, has attracted merely temporary 
interest because entirely experimental. 
It has not the 
slightest elem ent of true sport. 
To drive a machine 
around a race course at the rate of less than a mile a 
m inute is a test only of the mechanical excellence of an 
engine, and the utterly futile recklessness of the chauffeur. 
It is simply a highly dangerous experiment of no prac­ 
tical value whatever. 


But on the whole the popular sports of today are more 
rational than ever before and freer from a tendency to 
inanity or degradation.

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S N A K E H U N T IN G P R O F IT A B LE .. 


John C. Reeves o f Portland, familiarH- known as "Del,’1 
and ha\*ing a national reputation as a rattle-snake hunter, 
has recently gained fresh laurels. 


Last week 36 rattlers, ranging from 10 inches to four and 
one-half feet in length, were killed by him in the Somerset 
mountains, situated east of Portland. Seventeen of various 
lengths were killed within a space of about 15 square teet. 


Some of the large snakes had nine or 10 rattles, while 
some of the smaller had but one or two.

W. J. Gardner, head of the party 
of experts sent out here four months 
ago. was in the city yesterday and gave 
an account of the work done and the 
recommendations to be made. 


Experimental planting of trees will 
be recommended by the experts. 
In 
connection with his 
report.. Mr. Gard­ 
ner will submit a map showing the 
varying conditions 
on 
the different 
watersheds in this region. The Pike’s 
Peak reserve will be divided into six 
sections, according to conditions, and 
the needs of each section will be ex­ 
plained to the bureau of forestry. 


Congressman Brooks has said that 
he will further the recommendations 
that are made to the bureau of forestry. 
It was planned to break camp today, 
but the work will be prolonged one 
week, according to Mr. Gardner. 


All of the seven men who have bad 
the work in charge have received their 
winter assignments.

The work of the forestry bureau be­ 
gan July t;. The first camp was pitched 
ai 
i’cyi-n 
Lakes. 
Since 
then, 
four 
dtiTerent camps have been made, the 
second at Clyde station on the Short 
Line; the third, at the Summit on the 
Short Lino; 
the fourth at 
Fountain 
creek, and the fifth and last on the 
lU ar Cr^ek toll road, six miles from 
Colorado City. 


Large Area Covered. 


The camps were occupied about four 
weeks at a time. 
During this time the 
experts were covering about 2d square 
miles 
in the neighborhood of each 
cnnip. 
Altogether, the 
area covered 
v.as about 80 square miles of the region 
sout i of the Cog road to the Peak. 


The map to be made of the foiist 
reserve will cover 80 square miles. 


The object of the work was. first, to 
show where the timbpr land lies, also 
the denuded area; second, to investi­ 


g a t e the voting growth for the purpose 
of finding out just how far it can lie 
depended upon to reforest the water­ 
sheds. 


The map which will accompany the 
report will show the patches of old 
timber and the patches 
of 
young 
p.-eTvrh which h»vp come up since the 
larger forest fires. 
It will show the 
area of the forest reserve above tim ­ 
ber line and the several different sec­ 
tions of land which were once forested 
but which have since been 
burned. 
1’nder the latter head will come the 
scattered growth of young trees which 
have come up 
since 
the fires, the 
burned lands, which now have con­ 
siderable growth of quaking aspen, the 
area of burned land 
which has no 
growth of 
quaking 
aspen, and the 
burned land which has no seed trees 
to come up. 


Topographical Features. 


Again, the map will show the im­ 
portant 
road trails, railroads, water 
lines and reservoirs, creeks, stream s 
of all sorts, and the more im portant 
ridges and mountains. 


It is always indicated on a particu­ 
lar patch of timberland. of w hat com­ 
position the forest is. 


An investigation has been m ad e,o f 
the forest fire problem on the reserve, 
for the purpose of finding the effect of 
forest tires on the different slopes, afid 
the time required to bring back the old 
conditions. 


One of the most important, discov­ 
eries made was the fact that a largo 
par* of the young growth is much older 
iliaii ole' would think, the average age 
being between 30 and 40 years. 


In one instance a tree 10 feet in 
height was found to be nearly 2a0 
years old. 
Most of these trees are the 
Etigelmanu spnn e variety. 


From the conditions, all of the coun­ 
try was burned about -".0 years ago, 
a:vl t h e e have been few fires of any 
extent since 1 8 5 0 . 


The Cheyenne mining district, which 
does not belong to the forestry re­ 
serve. ip In better condition than many 
parts of the reserve.

Alaska’s Fine Exhibit at the World’s Fair 


S 


T. LOUIS, Oct. 31.—Alaska at the 
W orld’s fair promises to aston­ 
ish the civilized world, so con­ 
vincing w ill be the 
array 
of 
products and the proof of resources 
that the men in charge of the e x h ib it 
from our far northwestern territory 
hope to dissipate forever the old idea 
still 
lingering in some 
uninformed 
minds, that the United States in 186. 
made a bad bargain when Alaska w as 
purchased from Russia for $7,200,000. 
This price was less than two cents an 
acre, and the transaction has turned 
out to be the greatest real estate bar­ 
gain ever made in the history of the 
world, with the lossib le exception of 
the purchase of the Louisiana terri­ 
tory. 


It is this fact that Alaska proposes 
to show at St. Louis next year, by ar­ 
gum ents chiefly visible to the naked 
eye in the form of specim ens of her 
varied products and in figures to sup­ 
port the claim s. 
The Hon. Thomas 
Ryan, first assistant secretary of the 
interior, who has general charge of the 
Alaskan exhibit, is now com pleting; 
arrangem ents for the construction of 
A laska’s buildings at the fair, and Dr. 
Sheldon Jackson, who will be in direct 
charge of the exhibit, is preparing the 
details of his work. 


Dr. Jackson, who is one of the few 
survivors of the heroic party that ac­ 
companied John C. Frem ont on his 
pathfinding expedition, has spent much 
tim e in Alaska and is the author of a 
valuable book on that territory. 


T H R E E BUILDINGS. 


A laska w ill have a group of three 
buildings at the fair. 
They w ill stand 
on Forsyth avenue, south of the Ad­ 
m inistration building. The central an d : 
zsiain structure w ill be built from p la n s, 
drawn by governm ent architects, but! 
It w ill be flanked on each side by | 
sm aller buildings, which in them selves 
w ill serve to show the W orld’s fair 
visitor som ething peculiarly Alaskan. 


T hese two buildings now stand in 
Fitka, Alaska, and will be taken apart j 
and brought to the W orld’s fair, to be 
Bet up again, just as they were built 
years ago by native Alaskans. 
Thus, 
the native architecture, in some re­ 
spects fearfully and wonderfully con­ 
ceived, w ill have its standing exhibit. 


Perhaps the m ost interesting feat­ 
ures of the native buildings will be the 
totem poles. 
One of these buildings 
w ill be a Hydah Indian house, with a 
totem pole at each corner. 
In the H y­ 
dah village, nearly every house has its 
totem pole, from 20 to 60 feet high, 
and In som e instances the entrance to 
the house is an oval hole cut in the 
carved log w hich 
forms the totem 
column. 
To the Alaskan Indian this 


pole serves in the nature of a shrine; 
it is his holy cff holies, and without 
such an adjunct it is doubtful if the 
Alaskans who are to be brought to 
the World's fair could be induced to 
remain during the exposition. 
In some 
of the totem poles the ashes of cremat­ 
ed chiefs are placed. 
Others are her- 
aldric, representing the fam ily orders; 
they stand for the eoat-of-arms prized 
by more highly civilized fam ilies. 


MINING EXHIBITS. 


Alaskan 
mining 
and 
agricultural 
methods and products will form a con­ 
siderable part of the exhibit, but per­ 
haps the general visitor will be more 
deeply interested in the groups of na­ 
tives who will be brought to St. Louis. 
Each of the Indian tribes will be re­ 
presented by picked specim ens of men, 
women and children. 


Tongue tw isting nam es some of these 
people have, and the names of their 
towns and rivers present like diffi­ 
culties. 


There w ill be women from Atka and 
Attu, enigm as in them selves, but all 
will be able to understand and apprec­ 
iate the fine basketry which they will 
showr. 
These women w ill bring the 
material and weave baskets at the fair. 


From the valleys of the Yukon, the 
Koyukuk, the Tanana, the Kuskoquim 
and the Copper rivers w ill come the | 
queer natives, showing their various; 
modes of living, 
hunting, 
traveling 
and laboring. 
Some of the Alaskan 
tribes to be r e p r e s e n t e d are the Thling- 
its, the Hydahs and the Tsim sheans. 
The lattei people hold slaves anrl some 
of the big chiefs will bring along their 
private valets, cooks, 
chambermaids, 
and other servants, all bound to do the 
bidding of their master. 


Some of these tribes live under a 
rude communal system , in which they 
are said to be happy and measurably 
prosperous. 


The great canoes which they use in 
fishing in the m ighty rivers of their 
country will be shown, together with 
their prim itive fighting gear, rude tools 
and totem poles. 


Two types of the Eskim o are to be 
included in the exhibit of natives. One 
tribe is made up of men and women 
more than six 
feet 
tall, 
of 
great 
strength and wonderful agility, while 
the members of the others are short 
and thick. 
The Eskimo w ill bring his 
dogs and reindeer, his harpoons, spears, 
lines, traps, 
house 
and 
workshop. 
Masks and drums also w ill be included 
in his paraphernalia, and with these 
he will show the people how he man­ 
ages to am use him self during the long 
Arctic winters. 


The Aleut, a bow and arrow Indian, 
will show how he used to chase the sea 


otter in his queer boat called a bidarka, 
the construction of which still puzzles 
the white man who has settled am ongst 
the tribe. 
The Hon. John G. Brady, 
governor of Alaska, has written re­ 
cently that the natives are eager to 
learn the ways of the white man, and 
that they express great interest in the 
World's fair. 
"Every fellow who can 
raise the car fare intends to go,” says 
the governor. 


Alaska will make a special exhibit 
of her fisheries. 
The salmon, the cod, 
the halibut, the herring and the por­ 
poise are more or less fam iliar to the 
public, but in addition to these fishes, 
Alaska will exhibit the colachan, the 
beluga, the shark, the thrasher, the 
sea lion, the fur seal, the walrus and 
the whale; while the front of the na­ 
tive buildings described above w ill be 
em bellished with carvings of the whale 
killer, a monstrous fish which is said 
to destroy the leviathan of the deep 
with ease. 


GOLD TO BE SHOWN. 


Gold in its native condition w ill be 
shown, the white quartz containing 
the precious ore being a part of the 
exhibit. 
Strata of sand-bearing gold 
w ill also be seen, and the gold in the 
flats beneath the frozen tundra pf the 
Nome district will be shown in the 
shape in which it is found. 
Lead, cop­ 
per, tin, iron and silver, all of which 
are found in that wonderful territory, 
will have place in the exhibit. 


One frequently wonders what kinds 
of vegetables and cereals can be grown 
in Alaska. 
It is commonly supposed 
that the country is too frigid in clim ­ 
ate for successful agriculture. 
To off­ 
set this idea Alaska w ill bring to the 
fair splendid 
specim ens 
of 
native- 
grown potatoes, cabbages, cauliflower, 
turnips, radishes, lettuce, celery, rhu­ 
barb, horseradish, peas, beets, carrots, 
parsnips, oats, rye, barley, wheat, flax, 
and hay grasses of many kinds—in fact, 
practically everything that is grown in 
Iowa or Illinois. 


The anim al section of Alaska’s ex­ 
hibit will be interesting. Hero the furB, 
famous in commerce, and the anim als 
that wear them w ill be seen. 
Foxes 
of five distinct hues will make an In­ 
teresting feature; they are black, sil­ 
ver, red, white and blue. W hite, black 
and brown bears; the marten, the mink, 
the wolverine, the beaver and the er­ 
mine, all will serve to illustrate the 
fur products of Alaska. 


Alaska Day at the exposition w ill be 
October 18, 1904, which is the thirty- 
seventh anniversary of the transfer of 
Alaska to the United States. 
On this 
day It is expected that a very large re­ 
presentation of the 63,000 inhabitants 
of the territory w ill attend the fair. 


Cambridge, Mass., Oct. 31.— A very 
im portant accession to the number of 
drawings and paintings in this country 
by the E nglish artist J. M. W. Turner, 
has just been made through the gift 
of Turner’s “D evonport” to the Fogg 
m useum of art of Harvard university. 
The drawing itself, w hich is one of 
th ose executed in water color during 
the m iddle portion of Turner’s career, 
w as am ong the 57 which were owned 
by John Ruskin and exhibited in Lon­ 
don in 1878, and again in 1900. 
It 
com es to Harvard as a gift from Mr. 
Charles Fairfax Murray, a w ell known 
collector and dealer in London. 
Mr. 
Murray w as at one tim e a pupil o f Rus- 
kins. 


T his drawing is distinguished, fur­ 
therm ore, as one o f th ose w hich R us­ 
s i a iu ld i* higbest esteem and of 


which he wrote: 


“No more wonderful drawing, take 
it all in all, exists by his hand than 
this one, and the sky is the most ex­ 
quisite in my own entire collection of 
drawings. 
It is quite consummately 
true, as all things are when they are 
consum m ately lovely. It is, of course, 
the heaping up of the warm rainclouds 
of summer, thunder passing away in 
the west, the golden light and m elting 
blue m ingled with yet falling 
rain, 
w hich troubles the water’s surface, 
m aking it m isty 
altogether. In the 
shade to the left, but gradually leaving 
the reflection clearer under the warm 
opening ligh t.”

usefulness of a museum in a great uni­ 
versity as a depository for a selective, 
yet comprehensive exhibit of the work 
of great masters and Important per­ 
iods in the history of the fine arts. The 
Fogg museum at Harvard 
is 
unique 
among the world’s art treasures solely 
at their educational value. 
Such insti­ 
tutions as the Boston Museum of Fine 
Arts, the M etropolitan museum in New 
York or the Art Institute in Chicago 
necessarily accept works of art that are 
interesting from various points of view 
whether 
historical or 
decorative, or 
constructive or even scientific. 
But 
the Fogg museum stands for an attempt 
lo present to students of the fine arts 
typical work, whether original or in 
the form of reproductions, 
of 
the 
highest importance. 
In following out 
the design the m anagem ent 
has 
al­ 
ready come into possession of som e of 
the most admirable art treasures in the 
United States, among ifiany others— 
the original marble statue of Meleager, 
belonging to the fourth century B. C. 
and certainly far and away the most 
important piece among the few original 
exam ples of antique statuary in the 
western 
hemisphere; 
a

of 
paintings by the Italian m asters, such 
as a “Madonna and Child,” a noble 
composition 
attributed 
to 
Giovanni 
Bellini; and “The Procurator 
of St. 
Mark,” 
which

of copies in water color from Italian 
m asters, made by Professor Charles H. 
Moore, head of the department of fine 
arts in the university; the nucleus of 
an important collection of the works of 
English landscapists in water color, of 
whom Turner was certainly the chief

In these collections the Turners, by 
reason of their artistic m erits and their 
Importance to students of the history 
of art, take an im portant place.

EW ORLEANS, LA., Oct. 31.— 
All Saints’ day is one of which 
people in m any 
cities 
may 
have to be reminded because, 
whatever the delights of Halloween, 
the first day of November certainly 
has no especial significance in m ost 
sections of the United States. 
In New 
Orleans, however, It assum es great im ­ 
portance and certainly constitutes an 
interesting reminder of the Latin ori­ 
gin of the city. 
It is essentially the 
local 
substitute for Decoration day— 
the feast of the sainted dead, the day 
on which the town drops all business 
cares, when rich and poor, black and 
white, the aristocratic landed proprie­ 
tor and the humble toiler on the levee, 
inspired alike by the sentim ent of the 
day, m eet on common ground to pay 
tribute to the loved and lost. 


New Orleans celebrates this festival 


tombs rather than in graves, those of 
wealthy fam ilies being.often elaborate 
mausoleum s surmounted by statues and 
adorned with bas-reliefS; those of poor­ 
er people, vaults of brick covered with 
stucco. 


The sight of a NeW Orleans cem e­ 
tery on All Saints’ day is not easily 
forgotten by the northern visitor. The 
brilliant autumn sunlight falls upon a 
gleam ing cijiy. of y h ite, throwing into 
sharp rellfef'the delicate chiseling on 
costly tom bs;

in a way that justifies the epigramma­ 
tist who gave it the title of “the city 
of the carnival, the Creole and the 
crab.” 
Of fetes and festivals there is 
no end in the Crescent city, and the 
celebration of All Saints’ day is in its 
way hardly less m emorable than the 
better known observance of Mardl Gras, 
Practically all the old custom s of the 
day, dating back to the year 998, when 
it was instituted by the Abbot of Cluny 
are still regarded. 


The whole population attends^ mass 
in the morning and then during the 
day repairs to the cem eteries where 
floral wreaths and other em blems of 
love and affection are laid on the 
tombs. 


Nor is this a mournful occasion, for 
you are greeted everywhere by a pro­ 
fusion of gay flowers, and outside the 
cemetery gates the street florists, cake 
venders, the refreshm ent dealers and 
praline women stand in line, not un­ 
like the venders at a country fair, save 
that there is no vociferous hawking of 
wares. 
As the decorations pass into 
the rural grounds they are met by or­ 
phan children under the espionage of 
Sisters. 
The little ones usually wear 
pick costum es and have a most plc- 
•uresque 
appearance. 
Their 
impor­ 
tunity is som ething you may not ig­ 
nore, for not only do they tap their 
metal contribution plates with coins to 
attract your attention, but if that ruse 
fails, they do not hesitate to raise 
their voices in clamorous appeal in the 
cause of sw eet charity. 
» 


We have spoken of decorating the 
tombs. 
That is ejcaptly what 
New 
Orleans dops on All Saints’ day, for 
graves, ip our sense of the word, do 
not exist here. 
Perhaps nowhere else 
in the world Is the term “city of the 
dead” so appropriate to a cem etery as 
In the quaint delta town. 
Here, since 
the water oozes copiously when one 
digs even a few feel! beneath the sur­ 
face, all bodies h a ve to be interred in 


sparing no expense to make their rest* 
ing place one of loveliness. 


Many a stranger on All Saints’ day 
enjoys mousing in the oldest cemetery 
of the city, St. Louis No. One, for here 
among the tom bs that are huddled to­ 
gether in confusion, are interesting 
rem iniscences 
of 
the 
olden 
days. 
Threading one’s way through the tort­ 
uous alleys, 
one 
not 
infrequently 
stum bles upon a tomb bearing this in­ 
scription: “Mort sur le champ d’hon- 
neur.” Indeed at the very gateway of 
the cem etery on the left as one enters 
stands a weather-beaten slab on which 
may be deciphered: “Ci git J. Pent 
.Berten. 
Ne Bordeaux. 
Mort victim e 
de l’honneur. Age de 2 6 a n s.” (“Here 
lies J. Peut Berton. Born in Bordeaux. 
Died a victim of honor. Age 26 years.”) 
Not far away is another slab which in 
reference to a sim ilar tragedy, says 
simply, “Poor Charlie, X. S.” 
These 
tombs, and very many others like them 
recall the fact that New Orleans in the 
old days was under “the code” 
and 
that dueling was the disastrous pas­ 
sion of its high-born youth. 


Probably the quaintest of the city's 
many burial places is the little cem e­ 
tery on Louisa street known as the 
Pepe Lula, called after a famous Span­ 
ish swordsman 
of that 
name. 
Pepo 
Lula, besides being a master of 
the 
sword and a fam ous duelist was curi­ 
ously enough, sexton of the little cem e­ 
tery that bore his name; 
and it was 
commonly said in his lifetim e that he 
maintained the place as convenience for 
’ interring his own victim s. At any rate 
he is known to have killed 16 men on 
the field of honor, and to have m inis­ 
tered to the funeral obsequies of s p.v - 
q^al of them. 


The other cem eteries of New Orleans 
—and there are mariy of them —are 
among the show places of the city and 
are very easy of access to the tourist 
because the routes of the New Orleans

possession of the bureau of chemistry 
of that department as a result of the; 
new food inspection 
law. 
Recently j 
the secretary wrote to the commis- 
sioners of the District of Columbia i 
asking permission to establish a gro -1 
eery store for the sale of these p ro d -; 
ucts. 
The commissioners held that the t 
secretary would be required to get a j 
license for the purpose, but th at he j 
could employ an auctioneer. Secretary ; 
Wilson has decided, therefore, th at he; 
will not open up the food store, but' 
will try and make some other dispo-; 
sition of the accumulated foodstuffs. ' 
These consist of the choicest imported, 
wines, olive oils, and other food prod-j 
ucts. 
When cargoes are sent to Amer­ 
ican im porters from abroad they have j 
to undergo inspection by the depart -1 
m ent’s expert chemists in order to see 
if the foods contain adulterants in- j 
jurious to health. 
In this way samples i 
are taken by the agricultural depart-1 


ment from a consignment of goods and 
¡have been accumulating from time to 
time until the bureau of chemistry 
presents the appearance of an ordi­ 
nary warehouse. 


S h e rm a n ’s Body Guard. 


If there is one person who does not 
care which way the political winds 
blow, it is Travus Ross, the postmas­ 
ter general’s colored messenger. 
Dur­ 
ing the recent investigation into the 
puti.uflict; Bcaiiduli, th« newspaper men 
would frequently remark, "Ross, you 
will be the next one to go.” but Ross 
would only turn these rem arks off by 
smiling, knowing that he can retain 
his present position for life. 


Ross has served 14 postmaster gen­ 
erals. has seen 27 years’ service in the 
postofflee department, and eight presi­ 
dents have come and gone, while he 
still remains at his post. Besides being 
the messenger to the various heads of 
the postoffice department, this colored 
man is the custodian of the official 
seal of the postofflee department, which 
he zealously guards. 
Ross has been a j 
great favorite among the postmaster 
generals under whom he has served. 
He has a letter from General William 
Tecumseli Sherman, the great soldier, 
which secured him his present posi­ 
tion. 
He was for nearly two years 
body guard to General Sherm an in 
the war, and he prizes the general’s 
letter

P ostm aster General Bissell came into 
office it is said he wanted to displace 
Ross for one of his henchmen, but 
when he saw the letter of recommen­ 
dation from General Sherman, he re ­ 
marked: 
"Ross, just as long as you 
keep General Sherman's letter of rec­ 
ommendation you can count on your 
jCb." 


Morm on Question in College. 


Shall a man's religion bar him from 
being president of his class? 


This is a question which has been 
raised by the senior law class of the 
Columbian university in this city over 
the candidacy of Israel Emerson W il­ 
ley. of Utah, for that honor. When one 
of his opponents in a fiery speech de­ 
clared that Mr. Willey was a Mormon, 
the question was at once raised by the 
class whether such a position shoulu 
be given to a disciple of the Latter j 
Day Saints.

At a meeting of the class this week! 
young Willey's name was presented by j 
one of his friends for president of the; 
law class. 
The sole antagonism to j 
him is because lie claims to be a 
Mormon, and says he is proud of the 
fact. 
Seven votes were taken by th e 
class with the result that no election 
resulted. 
Considerable opposition has 
sprung up over the m atter and it is 
likely to cause a lively wrangle among 
the students. 
Another meeting of the 
class will be held shortly when it is 
expected a decision will be reached. 


The apple industry of the United 


States has been damaged to the ex­ 
tent of $23,000,00'* 
by 
the 
codling 
moth during the past year, according 
to 
Secretary of Agriculture 
Wilson. 
For the four years prior to 1902 the 
estimates show that the apple indus­ 
try sustained as a result of these in­ 
sects a loss of fully $2u,uúO,000, which 
is $3,000.000 
less 
than for the past 
year. 
The secretary believes that had 
it not been for this destructive little 
insect. one-four*h more barrels of ap ­ 
ples would have beeu placed r.« the 
m arket. This represents about 12,000 - 
000 barrels, giving a total production 
of apples in the United States of about 
3G,000.000 barrels, during the past year. 
Secretary Wilson*5states th a t the loss 
has been far grekter in the home or­ 
chards 
than 
in the 
commercial or­ 
chards. 
These figures have been a r ­ 
rived at by a careful analysis of the 
returns made to the departm ent of 
agriculture by an expert sent out to 
investigate the extent of damage done 
to the fruit crop in the United States. 


It is the opinion of Secretary Wilson 
that the codling moth is undoubtedly 
the most im portant pest of the apple 
and pear, and is the occasion of greater 
loss than all the other insects com­ 
bined, entailing an annual shrinkage 
of apples exceeding $20,000,000. 
He 
says the codling 
moth 
ranks 
first 
among the insects, and is the most ser­ 
ious drawback with which the apple 
grower has to contend with, as from 
one-fourth to one-half of the apple 
crop is injured each year. 
The esti­ 
mates show that in the Pacific no rth ­ 
west in badly infested localities the in­ 
jury rarely reaches a total of 2') per 
cent. 
T h e d a m a g e done to the fruit 
industry has been 
much 
greater 
in 
Pennsylvania, New York and Michigan 
than in any other stutrs. 
It is esti­ 
mated that during the past year from 
3." to So per cent, d a m a g e has been 
done to the apple crop at Fort Collins. 
Colorado, and in small 
orchards 
in 
Helena, .Montana, the estimates show 
that about 95 per cent, loss has been 
sustained because of the insect. 


Secretary Wilson 
says 
that 
in 
many regions of the far west, on a c ­ 
count of the peculiar climatic- condi­ 
tions. apples are free from injury, and 
that th e coddling moth cannot live. 
Among these climatic conditions he 
mentions dense fogs, mountain breezes 
and comparatively high altitudes. 
He 
believes that the most prolific, destruc­ 
tion of fruit by these insects results 
from the shipping of fruit from the 
infested 
regions of the large 
apple 
growing states. 


Investigators who 
have 
made ex­ 
tended researches into the life history 
of the codling moth fail to give th e 
date or definite information as to the 
time and m anner of the introduction 
of the pest into the United States. It 
is believed, however, that it originally 
came from southeastern Europe, the 
home of the apple.

Warning. 


From the 12 coaches were coming the 


Joyous cries of a thousand rooters for 
Purdue, clad in gala dress, with colors 
streaming, while In.the. front coach sat 
20 great, muscular fellows trained to 
the hour, on whom the nopes of a bril- 
liant victory on the gridiron were con- 
fidently placed. Rounding a curve at 
the Eighteenth street cut. Engineer W. 
H. Schumaker found ctirectly in front 
of 
him the freight engine and 
coal 
cars moving slowly from a switch lead- 
ing to a gravel 
;>it. He reversed his 


engine and Jumped. 


The crash hurled thj passenger en- 


gine and three front coaches against 
the steel freight cars loaded with coal 
that plowed their 
way through and 


buried under a piled of wreckage weigh- 
ing many tons, fully iiO iiuman beings. 


The first car in whien were the plav- 


ers, was completelp demolished, 
the 


roof being torn away and falling across 
a car of coal while the body of the car 
was reduced to kindling wood against 
the side of the ste<-l freight car.

Immediately after the shock, the pas- 


sengers, men and women, began the 
frantic 
work of 
tearing 
away the 


wreckage and pulling out their dead and 
dying classmates and friends. 
The 


young women, dressed in bright colors 
for the holiday, performed heroic work.' 
Though the bodies were in several in- 
stances horribly mangled, one complete- 
ly and one partially beheaded, they took 
upon their laps the heads of the dy- 
ing and injured and spothc-d their suf- 
ferings' as best they' could, until the 
surgeon arrived; 
Their bloodstained 


and grimy garments were gloomy wit- 
nesses of their heroism. 


A general alarm v;a? founded 
and 


every assistance the city could afford 
was rushed to the wreck, which was 
three miles from the business center 
Surgeons dashed up in ambulances. Fire 
wagons, ambulancos, express wagons, 
undertakers' vehicles, private convey- 
ances and even delivery wagons w?re 
sent to carry away the dead and in- 
jured. 


While these were being carried to 


the morgues and hoSpitaiai the work of 
tearing away the wreck and rescuing 
those pinned beneath went on. Big, 
muscular students wept aloud as they 
stood over the bodies of their dead 
friends and fellow workers and help- 
lesssly saw their cpllegemates writing 
in pain. To add to the horror of tho 
situation, the wreckage caught fire, but 
the flames were extinguished by the 
students after a hard fight. 


There were many thrilling escapes 


and experiences. Among those who had 
almost miraculous escapes were Robert 
Wilson, Asbury Park, N. J.; W. L. Rob- 
inson, Danville.

of the general land office which was 
made public today says: 
During the year there was a large de- 
crease in the number of 
supposedly 


fraudulent land entries over the pre- 
ceding year. 
- 


He attributes their decrease mainly 
to an order of the secretary of the In- 
terior dated November 12, 1902, directing 
the Investigation of all entries made in 
the states of California, • Oregon and 
Washington. Under this order alone 
10,000 entries have been suspended and 
there are now 15 special agents of the 
land office in that field, ferreting out 
the faudulent entries. Commissioner 
Richards also states that during the 
year there were reported 125 unlawful 
Inclosures of public land, covering an 
area of 2,605.390 acres. Seventy-nine of 
these inclosures have been removed and 
proceedings are pending to compel the 
removal of the remaining number. He 
says, however, that the total number 
here mentioned is only a fraction of the 
Inclosures maintained in violation of the 
law, special agents having found it im- 
possible to give attention 
to many 
others because of the order for a special 
Investigation of the entries under the 
timber and stpne act. 
The land disposed of during the year 
was: Sold for cash, 3,073,896 acres; mis- 
cellaneous entries, 19,677,031 acres; In- 
dian lands, 173,371 acres. 
The amount covered into the treasury 


to credit of reclamation fund from sale 
of public lands In Colorado was: 1901, 
$254,889.88; 1902, $374,105.13; 1903 (approxi- 
mately) ,$510,072.44,' maKing a total of 
about $1,139,067.45, the total for the 
three years from all the arid states be- 


The area covered by surveys accepted 
in Colorado was 249,951 acres. The re- 
port continues: 


"The apportionment for surveys to the 


Colorado district was $6,000. The number 
of miles of line established Is S95. A 
great deal of work has been accom- 
plished in the construction of diagrams 
segregating mineral lands." 


Complaint is made of the ord,er of the 
act of March 11, 1902, to facilitate en- 
tries. Referring to this law, the com- 
missioner says: 


"The privileges gained by the act have 
been greatly abused, particularly by 
United States commissioners who have 
often been parties to wholesale frauds 
In connection with the entries. 
Affi- 
davits and entry papers have been pre- 
pared In the names of fictitious persons 
and a number of other ways have been 
devised to assist parties to evade com- 
pliance with the law." 


The report makes a strong plea for a 
larger force of special agents saying; 


"Complaints come to this office from 
every section of the country of flagrant 
violation of the various laws relating 
to the public lands. Thousands of en- 
tries are being made for speculative 
purposes with scarcely any attempt at 
compliance with the legal requirements, 
vast areas are unlawfully inclosed to 
the exclusion of actual settlers and hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars worth of 
public timber is being taken unlawfully. 
To put a stop to these practices and to 
preserve the public lands for the home 
building, a large field 
force is abso- 


lutely necessary. It will be remembered' 
that tre public domain covers about 
one-half of the entire country.. 
The department allowed the employ- 


tlie 


ment of only BO agents and their duties 
consisted not only of Investigating and 
reporting on alleged fraudulent entries, 
but In doing a large part of the supple- 
mentary work necessary to establish 
violations of law discovered by them.' 
Speaking of the forest lieu land sec- 
tions, the commissioner says there were 
B.604 of them pending on the first of last 
July and they Involved an approximate 
area of 1,263,136 acres. He recommends 
a change In the law permitting the «• 
change of pending lands within the 
ervation for unpatented lands on 
outside, saying: 


"In the exchange of lands 
within 
a forest reserve for other public land, it 
freauently occurs that land from which 
the timber has been cut is exchanged for 
land ..having timber. It Is manifestly 
unfair to the government but cannot be 
prevented by law." 
Mr. Richards also ..recommends tn« 
transfer of the control of the forest re- 
serves to the department of agriculture. 
There are at present 63 reserves, cover- 
Ing an area of 62,366,965 acres. 


The report continues: 
"It Is a matter of first' importance 
that these reserves thus far establish"! 
should be supplemented by such addi- 
tional ones are needed to form a

In this connection a recent statement of the Kobe 


Herald,-a British papar published in Japan, is significant. 
The Herald'declared "The tension now is intense, and any 
additional strain can only result in snapping off all diplo- 
matic relations between St. Petersburg and Tokio." 


The Herald is in a position to view the situation calm- 


ly and accurately. It 1* entirely possible that perfidy in 
Manchuria may result in the additional strain to which 
reference is niade.

W. J. Gardner, head of the party 


of experts sent out here four months 
ago, was in the city yesterday and gave 
an account of the work done and the 
recommendations to be made. 


Experimental planting of trees will 


be recommended by the experts. In 
connection with his report, Mr. Gard- 
ner will submit a map showing the 
varying conditions on 
the different 


watersheds In this region. The Pike's 
Peak reserve will be divided into six 
sections, according to conditions, and 
the needs of each section will be ex- 
plained to the bureau of forestry. 


Congressman Brooks has said that 


he will further the recommendations 
that are made to the bureau of forestry. 
It was planned to break camp today, 
but the work will be prolonged one 
week, according to Mr. Gardner. 


All of the seven men who have had 


the work in charge have received their 
winter assignments. 


J. C. Plumer and H. B. Holroyd are 


to be sent to Washington. D. C., to the 
office of the bureau, to report the fig- 
ures collected by them in their present 
work. Louis Krautter, Jr., A. B. Oman 
and C. W. Edgerton will go to the 
K'.rby Lumber company in Texas, and 
A. S. Pock and Mr. Gardner have 
been assigned to southern California 
and will make investigations in the 
mountains there. 


The work. of. the forestry bureau be- 


gan July 6. The first camp was pitched 
at Seven I^akes. 
Since then, four 


different camps have been made, the 
second at Clyde station on the Short 
Line; the third, at the Summit on the 
Short Line; the fourth at Fountain 
creek, and the fifth and last on the 
Bear Cr°ek toll road, six miles from 
Colorado City. 
Largo Area Covered. 


The camps were occupied about four 


weeks at a time. During this time the 
experts were covering about 20 square 
miles in the neighborhood of each 
camp. 
Altogether, the 
area covered 


v/as about 80 square miles of the region 
south of the Cog road to the Peak-. 


The map to be made of the forest 


reserve will cover 80-square miles. 


The object of the work was, first, to 


show where the timber land lies, also 
the denuded area; second, to investi- 
gate the young growth for the purpose 
of finding out just how far It can be 
depended upon to reforest the water- 
sheds. 


The map which will accompany, the 


report will show the patches of old 
timber and the patches 
of 
young 


growth, which have come up since the 
larger forest fires. It will show the 
area of the forest reserve above tim- 
ber line, and the several different sec- 
tions of land which were once forested 
but which have since been burned. 
Under the latter head will come the 
scattered growth of.young trees which 
have coine up 
since 
the fires, the 


burned lands, which now have con- 
siderable growth of quaking aspen, the 
area of burned land 
which, has no 


growth of 
quaking 
aspen, and the 


burned land which has no seed trees 
to come up. 
Topographical Features. 


Again, the map will show the im- 


portant road trails, railroads, water 
lines and reservoirs, creeks, streams 
of all sorts, and the more importanl 
ridges and mountains. 


It is always indicated on a particu- 


lar patch of timberland; of what com- 
position the forest is. 


An investigation has been made^of 


the forest fire problem on the reserve 
for the pul-pose of finding the effect 6: 
forest fires on the different slopes, an'( 
the time required to bring back the old 
conditions. 


One of the most important discoy; 


eries made was the fact that a large 
part of the young growth Is much older 
than one would think, the average age 
being between 30 and 40 years. 


In one Instance a tree 10 feet in 


height was found to be nearly" 250 
years old. Most of these trees are the 
Engelmanu spruce variety. 


From the conditions, all of the coun 


try was burned about 50 years 'ago 
asd there have been few fires of any 
extent since 1850. 
' The Cheyenne mining district, which 
does not belong to the forestry re 
serve, is in ^tter condition than many 
parts of thevreserve.

Girl Answering Her Description Called on the 


Caretaker of the Water System at Lake Mo-

'This word was received in a telegram 
torn H. W. Hhody, Miss Kelso's bruth- 
r-in-law, at McCance, Pa., in which 
be .asked for all the Information in the 
idttesslon of. the police. 
A telegram 
yas sent him later In the day contain- 
rig1 a short statement of the facts con- 
cerning the missing girl, that the police 
have been able to glean since they took 
up the search 
Left Happy Home. 


In addition to the telegram received 


by "Mrs. Crawford, she got a long letter 
from Mr. Rhody in which he said Miss 
Kelso had been sick just before coniing 
here, and that she had left Pittsburg, 
igalnst the wishes of all her friends and 
•elatives. He said she had a number 
of friends In Colorado, but did not men- 
tion the names of any of them, although 
he suggested that she might be at the 
Eaton ranch. This ranch is thought to 
ae In the eastern part of the state some- 
where, but the police do not believe she 
could have gone there. 
Mr. Rhody says he Is at a loss to un- 


derstand why the missing girl should 
nave cried for several days before her 
disappearance and declared that she 
had all the care possible while she was 
In Pittsburg, and could have called on 
him or any of her relatives for help, 
and it would have been'given at any 


According to information received by' 


the police yesterday, it is believed that 
Miss Margaret -Kelso was on Pike's 
Peak last Thursday. 
The city's caretaker at Lake Moraine 
reported to police headquarters yester- 
day that he had seen a young woman 
answering the description of the miss- 
ing girl. He' said the young woman 
called at his house near Lake Mdraine 
about dusk Thursday evening, in com- 
pany with another woman. 
"The women were lost," he said, "and 
they asked me to take them to the Cog 
road, r did not have time to take them 
all the way, but I showed them the 
trail that led straight ' to it, and, I 
don't think they could have got lost. 
The girl I think was Miss Kelso, was 
dressed in a light tan jacket with a 
dark skirt; I could not tell the exact 
color, with a hat that looked to be al- 
most black. She was a very light girl 
and I don't think she would weigh over 


10ft. pounds. If that much." 


The caretaker said he thought noth- 
ing of it at the time, because it often 
happens that persons loae their way in 
the mountains, and he paid no further 
attention to It until he saw an account 
of Miss Kelso's disappearance in (lie 
Gazette, including a description. Ho 
at once remembered the young girl he 
had seen and took the first opportunity 
to report" his experience to the police. 


Th|s brings the record of the girl's 
wanderings, since her disappearance, 
two days nearer the present, but there 
is no additional clew that throws any 
light on her subsequent 
wanderings. 


While it is still believed that she Is 
sick, and that the police know enough 
about her to be able to find her on a, 
few hours' notice, if It should be neces- 
sary, their silence-keejis the matter In 
mystery, and the Information furnished 
by the Lake Moraine caretaker adds aa 
Interesting link in the search for her.

"I have only one relative alive, a

Was he thinking of the long years 


of deprivation and sorrow since then, 
or was he thinking of the many, many 


sunny days before it all, when he could 
laugh and talk and be one of the ac- 
tors in the play around him.

and a sigh, half smothered, escaped his 
lips. 
- Yes, John Laverty is still an actor— 
but his parts are chosen for him now 
—not the bright ones which appeal to 
him most, but the hideously pathetic 
ones, wh'lch the gay world does not 
see.

The old man went on, "I was taken 


to the hospital, where I stayed for 
three years, 'and one morning at 2 
o'clock, I slipped out, I've never been 
there since, and as long as I live, 171 
never go to another hospital again.

He 
has row upon row, which he has gath- 
ered from the neighboring alleys, in 
the early hours of the morning, long 
before the city has awakened. 
Sev- 


eral of the policejnen in the city have 
heard of him, and take special pains 


to collect the old bottles, which come 
in their way, and put them where the 
old man can get them on KTs early 
morning rounds. 


The old man has never lost his mon- 


ey at drink or cards. ."I always some- 
how preferred to earn the little I made, 
and then after I made it, I was stingy 
enough to want to hold on to it," he 
said, "and that's why I never gam- 
bled." 


NEVER DROWNED TROUBLE. 
"As for iTrink^ I have never touched 


a drop of liquor In my life; I was never 
brought up to it, and while I was still 
in,petticoats, I learned a lesson which 
I never forgot. I was out playing one 
evening, as It was growing dark, and 
I happened to see somebody lying on 
the ground by the fence. I called fa- 
ther, and together we got him in the 
bouse. He was a particular friend of 
the family, a'n'd one^o'f the first men 
of the town. He was dead drunk, and 
ns young as t was, I was so disgusted, 
that I never wanted to hear the word 
liquor, again." 


And the honesty of the old blue 


eyes, can vouch for the truthfulness 
of this statement 


"I don't deserve any credit for it, 


because I never even wanted it, after 
that night. 
That one example was 


enough for me." 


When I asked him if he had never 


married, he, shook his head; the laugh 
of a moment .before, died on his lips,

• knew that I had 


awakened.a tragedy In his heart. 


AN UNTOLD LOyE. 


As f looked at him, I knew that it 


was no ordinary disappointment; that 


of a sweetheart who had left him for 
another; his drawn face and low.™ 
head told me that tho object of his 
early love, had been gathered nom 
him, and hisjJim eyes showed that all 
through the.years, he had never for 
gotten..

Alaska's Fine Exhibit at the World's Fair 


S 


T. LOUIS. Oct. 31.—Alaska at the 


World's fair promises to aston- 
ish the civilized world, so con- 
vincing will he the array of 


products and the proof, of resources 
that the men in charge of the exhibit 
from our far northwestern territory 
hope to dissipate forever tho old idea, 
still lingering in .some uninformed 
minds, that the United States in 1867 
made a bad bargain when Alaska was 
purchased from Russia for $7,200,000. 
This price was less than two cents an 
acre, and the transaction has turned 
out to be the greatest real estate bar- 
gain ever made in the history of the 
world, with the rossible exception of 
the purchase of the Louisiana terri- 
tory. 


It is this fact that Alaska proposes 


to show at St Louis next year, by ar- 
guments chiefly visible to the naked 
eye in the form of specimens of her 
varied products and in figures to sup- 
port the claims. 
The Hon. Thomas 


Ryan, first assistant secretary of the 
interior, who has general charge of the 
Alaskan exhibit, is now completing 
arrangements for the construction of 
Alaska's buildings at the fair, and Dr. 
Sheldon Jackson, who will be in direct 
charge of the exhibit, is preparing the 
details of his work. 


Dr. Jackson, who is one of the few 


survivors of the heroic party that ac- 
companied John C. Fremont on his 
pathflnding expedition, has spent much 
time in Alaska and is the author of a 
valuable book on that territory. 


THREE BUILDINGS. 


Alaska will have a group of three 
: buildings at the fair. They will stand 
on Forsyth avenue, south of the Ad- 
ministration building. The central and 
sSain structure will be built from plans 
drawn by government architects, but 


• It * will bo flanked on each side by 
smaller buildings, which in themselves 
will serve to show the World's fair 
visitor something peculiarly Alaskan. 


These two buildings now stand in 


Bitka, Alaska, and will be taken apart 
and .brought to tho World's fair, to be 
set up again, just as they were built 
years ago by native Alaskans. Thus, 
the native architecture, in some re- 
spects fearfully and wonderfully con- 
ceived, will have its standing exhibit. 
Perhaps the most interesting feat- 


ures of the native 'buildings will be the 
totem poles. 
One of these buildings 


•will be a Hydah Indian house, with a 
totem pole at each corner. In the Hy- 
dah village, nearly every house has its 
totem pole, from 20 to 60 feet high, 
and in some instances the entrance to 
the house is an oval hole cut in the 
carved log which 
forms the totem 


column. To the Alaskan Indian this 


pole serves in the nature of a shrine; 
It is his holy o*f holies, and without 
such an adjunct it is doubtful if the 
Alaskans who are to be brought to 
the World's fair could be induced to 
remain during the exposition. In some 
of the totem poles the ashes of cremat- 
ed chiefs are placed. Others are her- 
aldric, representing the family orders; 
they stand for the coat-of-arms prized 
by more highly civilized families. 


M I N I N G EXHIBITS. 


Alaskan mining and agricultural 


methods and products will form a con- 
siderable part of the exhibit, but per- 
haps the genera] visitor will be more 
deeply interested in the groups of na- 
tives who will be brought to St. Louis. 
Bach of the Indian tribes will be re- 
presented by picked specimens of men, 
women and children. 


Tongue twisting names some of these 


people have, and the names of their 
towns and rivers present like diffi- 
culties. 


There will be women from Atka and 


Attu, enigmas in themselves, but all 
will be able to understand and apprec- 
iate the fine basketry which they will 
show. These women will bring the 
material and weave baskets at the fair. 


From the valleys of the Yukon, the 


Koyukuk, the Tanana, the Kuskoquim 
and the Copper rivers will come the 
queer natives, showing their various 
modes of living, hunting, traveling 
and laboring. Some of the Alaskan 
tribes to be represented are the Thling- 
its, the Hydahs and the Tsimsheans. 
The latter people hold slaves and some 
of the big chiefs will bring along their 
private valets, cooks, chambermaids, 
and other servants, all bound to do the 
bidding of their master. 


Some of these tribes live under a 


rude communal system, in which they 
are said to be happy and measurably 
prosperous. 


The great canoes which they use in 


fishing in the mighty rivers of their 
country will be shown, together with 
their primitive fighting gear, rude tools 
and totem poles. 


Two types of the Eskimo are to be 


included in the exhibit of natives. One 
tribe is made up o£ men and women 
moro than six 
feet tall, of great 


strength and wonderful agility, while 
the members of the others are short 
and thick. The Eskimo will bring his 
dogs and reindeer, his harpoons, spears, 
lines, traps, house and workshop. 
Masks and drums also will be included 
in his paraphernalia, and with these 
he will show tho people how he man- 
ages to amuse himself during the long 
Arctic winters. 


The Aleut, a bow and arrow Indian, 


will show how he used to chase the sea 


otter in his queer boat called a bldarka, 
the construction of which still puzzles 
the white man who has settled amongst 
the tribe. The Hon. John G. Brady, 
governor of Alaska, has written re- 
cently that the natives are eager to 
learn the ways of the white man, and 
that they express great interest' In the 
World's fair. "Every fellow who can 
raise the car fare intends to go," says 
the governor. 


Alaska will make a special exhibit 


of her fisheries. The salmon, the cod, 
the halibut, the herring and the por- 
poise are more or less familiar to the 
public, but in addition to these fishes, 
Alaska will exhibit the colachan, the 
beluga, the shark, the thrasher, the 
sea lion, the fur seal, the walrus and 
the whale; while the front of the na- 
tive buildings described above will be 
embellished with carvings of the whale 
killer, a monstrous fish which is said 
to destroy the leviathan of the deep 
with ease. 


GOLD TO BE SHOWN. 


Gold in its native condition will be 


shown, the white quartz containing 
the precious ore being a part of the 
exhibit. Strata of sand-bearing gold 
will also be seen, and the gold in the 
flats beneath the frozen tundra pf the 
Nome district will be shown in the 
shape In which it Is found. Lead, cop- 
per, tin, iron and silver, all of which 
are found in that wonderful territory, 
will have place in the exhibit. 


One frequently wonders what kinds 


of vegetables and cereals can be grown 
in Alaska. It is commonly supposed 
that the country is too frigid in clim- 
ate for successful agriculture. To off- 
set this idea Alaska will bring to the 
fair splendid specimens of. native- 
grown potatoes, cabbages, cauliflower, 
turnips, radishes, lettuce, celery, rhu-i 
barb, horseradish, peal, beets, carrots, 
parsnips, oats,'rye, barley, wheat, flax, 
and hay grasses of many kinds—in fact, 
practically everything that Is grown in 
Iowa or Illinois. 


The animal section of Alaska's ex- 


hibit will be interesting. Hero the furs, 
famous in commerce, and the animals 
that wear them will be .seen. Foxes 
of five distinct hues will make an in- 
teresting feature; they are black, sil- 
ver, red, white and blue. White, black 
and brown bears; the marten, the mink, 
the wolverine, the beaver and the er- 
mine, all will serve to illustrate the 
fur products of Alaska. 


Alaska Day at the exposition will be 


October 18, 1904, which is the thirty- 
seventh anniversary of the transfer of 
Alaska to the United States. On this 
day It is expected that a very large re- 
presentation of the 63,000 inhabitants 
of the territory will attend the fair. 


Origiijal Turners to be Found at Fogg Museum 


Cambridge, Mass., Oct. 31.—A very 


Important accession to-the number of 
drawings and paintings in this country 
by the English artist J. M. W. Turner, 
has just been made through the gift 
of Turner's "Devonport" to the Fogg 
museum of art of Harvard university. 
The drawing itself, which'Is one of 
those executed In water color during 
the middle portion of Turner's career, 
•was among the 57 which were owned 
by John Ruskin and exhibited In Lon- 
don In 1878, and again in 1900. 
It 


comes to Harvard as a gift from Mr. 
Charles Fairfax Murray, a well known 
collector and dealer in London. Mr. 
Murray was at one time a pupil of Bus. 
kins, 
This drawing is distinguished, fur- 


the.rmore, as one of those which Rus- 
in. btetostUesieem'and Of 


which he wrote: 


"No more wonderful drawing, take 


It all in all, exists by his hand than 
this one, and the sky is the most ex-, 
qulslte In my own entire collection of 
drawings. It is quite consummately 
true, as all things are when they are 
consummately lovely. It is, of course, 
the heaping up of the warm rainclouds 
of summer, thunder passing away in 
the west, the golden light and melting 
blue mingled with yet falling rain, 
which troubles the water's surface, 
making it misty altogether, in the 
shade to the-lef t, but gradually leaving 
the reflection clearer under the warm 
opening light."

al Harvard Illustrates strikingly the 
usefulness of a museum in a great uni- 
versity as a depository for a selective, 
yet comprehensive exhibit of the work 
of great masters and Important per- 
iods in the history of the fine arts.. The 
Fogg museum at Harvard is unique 
among the world's art treasures solely 
at their educational value. Such Insti- 
tutions as the Boston Museum of Fine 
Arts, the Metropolitan museum in New 
York or the Art. Institute in Chicago 
necessarily accept works of art that are 
interesting from.various points of view 
whether historical or decorative, or 
constructive or even scientific. 
But 


the Fogg museum stands for an attempt 
to present to students of the fine arts 
typical work, whether original or.In 
the ,form of reproductions, 
of 
the 


highest Importance. In following out 
the design the management has al- 
ready, come into possession of some of 
the most admirable art treasures in the 
United States, among many others— 
the original marble statue of Meleager, 
belonging to the fourth century B. C. 
ind certainly far and away the most 
important piece among the few original 
examples of antique statuary in the 
western hemisphere; a number of 
paintings by the Italian masters, such 
as a "Madonna and Child," a noble 
composition attributed 
to Giovanni 


Bellini; and "The Procurator of St. 
Mark," which has been generally 
assigned to Tintoretto; a large group 
of copies In water color from Italian 
masters, made by Professor Charles H. 
Moore, head of the department of fine 
arts in the university; the nucleus of 
an Important-collection of the works pf 
English landscapes In water color of 
whom Turner was certainly the chief 
figure, though such men as Samuel 
Prout and David Cox were also notable. 
In these collections the Turners, by 
reason of their artistic merits and their 
importance to students of the history 
of art, take an important place.

Late Figures Should Not Stand as 
World's Records. 


Perhaps it its true that the horse- 


drawn wind snield will be no greater 
factor In the reduction of the two-min- 
ute mile trotting record—as the running 
horse seems to have about Beached his 
limit of usefulness—but It Is undenia- 
ble that this same shield was a telling 
element In Major Delmar's equaling the 
Lou Dillon record, In Prince Alert's mile 
paced in 1:57, and In Lou Dillon's 2:05 
mile to^the old-fashioned sulky. The 
gentleman who assumes responsibility 
tor the wind shield used at the Empire 
City track when Prince Alert went the 
mile two seconds faster than the world's 
record of Dan Patch, and Major Del- 
mar beat hla own record pf 2:00% by a 
quarter second—claims that "the wind 
shield Is of decided advantage to a 
horse, probably three or four seconds 
when properly rated." Unquestionably 
the shield is of material .assistance and 
if as much as claimed for it, then the 
performances—with wind-shield attach^ 
ment—of Lou Dillon 'and. Major Delmar 
and Prince Alert this season are to be 
viewed as exhibitions only and Maud S. 
and Dan Patch . still reign, for they 
made their great records without the 
aid of such device, fhe secretary of the 
Empire City Trotting club,.,Mr.- Alfred 
Reeves, naively says, in Ws-iplea for the 
wind shield, that '"people who 'attend 
race mets are little concerned as to just 
hpw records are broken BO long;as the 
hprfce travels faster than he ever trav- 
eled before In his. history." MK Reeves 
sounds the characteristic American note 
—the craze for records; the frenzy for 
winning.

Of fetes and festivals there is 
no end In the- Crescent city, and the 
celebration of All Saints' day is in its 
way hardly less memorable than the 
better known observance ofMardi Gras. 
Practically all the old customs of the 
day, dating back to the year 998, when 
It was Instituted by the Abbot of Cluny 
are still regarded. 


The whole population attends^ mass 


in the morning and then during the 
day repairs to the cemeteries where 
floral wreaths -and other emblems of 
IOVP. and affection are laid on the 
tombs. 


Nor is this a mournful occasion, for 


you are greeted everywhere by a pro- 
fusion of gay flowers,'and outside the 
cemetery gates the street florists, cake 
venders, the refreshment dealers and 
praline women stand in line, not un- 
like the venders at a country fair, save 
that there is no vociferous hawking of 
wares. As the decorations pass into 
the rural grounds they are met by or- 
phan children under 'the espionage of 
Sisters. The little ones usually wear 
pink costumes' and have a most pic- 
turesque appearance. 
Their impor- 


tunity is something you may not ig- 
nore, for not only do they tap their 
metal contribution plates with coins to 
attract your attention, but if that ruse 
falls, they do not hesitate to raise 
their voices in clamorous appeal in the 
cause of sweet charity. .

We have spoken of decorating the 


tombs. That is 
what New 


Orleans does on An Saints' ..day, for 
graves, Ip, our 'sense of. the word, do 
not exist-here. Perhaps, nowhere else 
In the world is the term "city of the 
dead" so appropriate to a cemetery eg 
In the quaint delta -town. Hero, since 
the water oozes copiously when one 
digs even a few feet beneath the sur- 
face, all bodies .liaVe to be- interred in 


sparing no expense to make their rest- 
ing 'place one of loveliness. 


Many a stranger on All Saints'.day 


enjoys mousing In the oldest cemetery 
of the city, St. Louis No. One, for here 
among the tombs that are huddled to- 
gether in confusion, are interesting 
reminiscences 
of the 
olden days. 


Threading one's way through the tort- 
uous alleys, 
one 
not 
infrequently 


stumbles upon a tomb bearing this in- 
scription: "Mprt sur le champ d'hon- 
neur." Indeed at the very gateway of 
the cemetery .on the left as one enters 
stands a weather-beaten slab on which 
may be deciphered: "Ci git 
.Berten. Ne Bordeaux. Mort J. Pent 


vlctlme 


de 1'honneur. Age de 26,ans." ("Hera 
lies J. Peut Berton. Born in Bordeaux. 
Died a victim of honor. Age 26 years.") 
Not far away is another slab which in 
reference to a similar tragedy, says 
simply, "Poor Charlie, X. S." Theso 
tombs, and very many others like them 
recall the fact that New Orleans In the 
old days was under "the code" and 
that dueling was the disastrous pas- 
sion of Its high-born youth. 


Probably the quaintest of the city's 


many burial places is the little ceme- 
tery on Louisa street known as the 
Pepe Lula, called after a famous Span- 
ish swordsman of that name. Pepo 
Lula, besides being a master of 
the 


sword and a famous duelist was curi- 
ously enough, sexton of the little ceme- 
tery that bore his name; and It was 
commonly said in his lifetime that he 
maintained'thfl place as convenience for 
interring his own victims. At any rate 
he IB known to have killed 16 men on 
the field of honor, and to have minis- 
tered to the funeral obsequies of sev- 
9/al of them. 


The other cemeteries of New Orleans 


—and there are, mariy of them—are 
among the show places of the city and 
are very easy pf access to the tourist 
because the routes of the New Orleans

It has bsen developed into one 
of the loveliest cemeteries in all tho 
south, with an extensive system of 
lakes and lawns,'. .Amongst its most 
beautiful monument tombs IB that oJ 
the Army of Tennessee, upon which 
rises Doyle's equestrian statue of Al- 
bert Sydney Johnston. 
The tomb of 


the Army of Northern .Virginia Is 
equally'imposing and bears a statue of 
General Stonewall Jackson. This tomb 
for two years contaijed the remains of 
Jc-fferson Davis, which wore afterward 
removed .to Richmond. 


A little shrine which has 
become j 


famed far and wide "for its'1 miraculous' 
cures has given name and fame to Ilia 
cemetery in which It stands. This Is 
one which was erected to St. Rocli as 
the result of an apparent miracle dur- 
ing the epidemic of yellow fever which 
visited New.Orleans in 1866-67, before 
scientific discoveries had made such 
epidemics impossible, At that time 
Reverend Fr. .Thevis, ,for many years 
the reverend priest of Holy Trinity 
church, made a vow to St. Roch that if 
all his flock were spared ho would 
erect a chapel to the saint. Curiously 
enough—so tradition has It—although 
the city was fearfully fever-swept not 
a member of Fr. Th.evls's church <li<"l- 
The good priest when the epidemic had 
passed remembered his vow and with 
his own hands built the little clwiiol 
from which St, -Koch's Santo Campo 
cemetery takes its'name. The H|tl0

traversing the Via Dolorosa, is iwrdly 
larger, than an ordinary living luoni, 
but Its fame throughout the United 
States has bec.omo great.

Washington, Nov. 2.—The-1 following 


statement of the conduct of investiga- 
tion Into public land fraud* in the Pa- 
cific coast states was .prepared at the 
Interior department arid given out with 
Secretary Hitchcock's approval: 


"Nearly a year ago a report reached 


the secretary ,5which 
Indicated that 


frauds:of a serious nature had b*een and 
were Being perpetrated against the gov- 
ermrtent under, what is known as the 
forest reserve land a'ct of June (, 1897, 
by a combination of land specfjlators 
on the Pacific coast. Th'e Information 
and Indicated frauds were of' so grave 
a character that the secretary Cat onee 
directed a thorough inycstfgatjon. to be 
made. 
This Investigation was com- 
menced~1ast'June and has been con- 
ducted by those in .charge 'of the actual 
work with great.:eare and .with!>a]l; pos- 
sible speed conSlatent -with tKoyough-! 
ness. The Investigation has proceeded 
itep:by step without Intermissidn, under 
the .secretary's, personal direction and 
every 'clew to vwrong doing .has. been 
quietly, followed to'its source, with, the 
result, that is the confident belief-of 
those hi ;chat-ge that the guilty parties 
will be 
apprehended 
and speedily 


brought to justice.

"It has been the determination .of. the 
secretary from the beginning "that th'e 
matter should be probed, to the .bottom 
regardless of; the ; apparent influential 
character of some of .the' men Involved 
and the inquiry has been conducted 
throughout along these lines. The work 
Is now hearing completion and the 
whole matter at an early date will be In 
a . shape for definite and appropriate 
action against the offenders. 


"While 
several 
hundred thousand 
acres of public lands are involved in 
the illegal transactions brought to light 
the number of acres to which patents 
have been obtained by the perpetrators 
of the fraud is comparatively small. • 
"It Is proper,to say ajso that some of 
the statements in regard t* the matter 
which have appeared In the newspapers 
recently both in the east and. In the 
west, are more or less exaggerated, and 
others are mere surmises. The state- 
ments widely circulated' to the effect 
that five United States senators and a 
large number of representatives were 
implicated and that the land involved 
wilt reach in value $15,000,000 are with- 
out .foundation. It can ,be positively 
stated that they, did not originate in the 
interior department. The details of the 
Investigation are known to g, few. 
""At the proper time a full statement 
xvill be made.covering, the entire Inves- 
tigation and the whole matter will be 
glven-to the public, but for obvious rea- 
Isons It is not deemed expedient.ithat^a 
detailed statement of the facts-should 
be given at ^the present tjme. 


"The work of the investigation has 
been conducted by Arthur VY Pugh, at- 
torney in the interior •department'and 
W. J. Burns, of the secret servlce-of the 
treasury department.'

The stock of the New York 


corporations also shot up this morning 
under operations by professional trad- 
ers, 'who based their transactions on ex- 
pectations of possible results of yester- 
day's election. A batch of fairly -fav- 
orable railroad earnings hud some ef- 
fect In helpin* the opening advance, 
but the railroads were a minor feature 
in the market all day. The check to the 
advance began in the U. S. steel se- 
curities. 
Both the common and pre- 


ferred stock sagged to within a small 
fraction of the previous low record.
